The Georgia Court of Appeals’ ruling 
in a conspiracy case this week leaves in 
serious doubt whether the state has any 
authority at all to prevent officials from 
using employes to campaign for them at 
the expense of the taxpayers. 

What authority or restraints that can 
be or would be exercised by the State 
Merit System also is open to question. 
Until it is given legislative clarification, 
the ruling leaves the way open for state 
employes under any vague “official 
duties” claim to politic at will at state 
expense, at any time and at any place. 

We do not question the Court of Ap- 
peals’ interpretation of existing Georgia 
laws. We do most emphatically question 
the laws if its interpretation is correct. 
If they are as the court has interpreted 
them, then the way is open for greate! 
waste and extravdgance in the use of 
state funds to buy political influence than 
ever before. 

Undess this situation is clarified, every 
department of government can be 
pected to begin padding its payrolls with 
political agents. And come election time, 
every department can be expected to send 
employes at state expense all over Geor- 
gia drumming up votes for the boss and 
others whom he might favor. 

Do the people of the state want such 
a situation to exist? We think not. 

Gov. Vandiver has given notice that 
any state employe or department head 
who éngages in political activities to the 
neglect of his job will be fired. But who

will sueceed Gov. Vandiver. in office? 
The administration with its honesty 


has done much to clean up 
Georgia government. But this loophole 
should be closed. If it is not criminal 
to use state employes at state expense 
for the purpose of political campaign- 
then it is time to make it so.

missiles and space program and his re- 
buke to generals and others who say 
not so add more uncertainty to the 
ready confused public mind.

New Haven, Conn. — I feel that 
it is my obligation asa student of 
Yale University to present several 
observations on the much-publi- 
cized “‘sex scandal” that recently 
occurred here.

But I am very much concerned

Senate Hits Plans 


For Savannah River 


COLUMBIA, S.c. (#—Disap- 
proval was expressed in the South 
Carolina General Assembly 
Wednesday over federal policies 
governing reservoirs and dams 
on the Savannah River. 


Passed by the State Senate was 
a concurrent resolution asking Con- 
gress to abandon plans for con- 
struction on new dams on the Sa- 
vannah. 


The measure, authored by Sen. 
Lawrence Hester of McCormick, 
also requests the federal govern- 
ment to release all Clark Hill 
hydroelectric lands above the res- 
ervoir levels not actually needed 
for efficient operations. 


These lands should be offered for 
resale to the former owners, says 
Hester. 


The resolution also asks Con- 
gress to remove control of water 
projects on the Savannah from the 
U.S. Army Corps of Engineers and 
place control in the hands of a 
local water authority. 


Such an authority, Hester ar- 
gued, would place the priority of 
the water storage in industrial use 
rather than in the hydro-electric 
project. 

Now that the Clark Hill dam has 
been completed, said Hester’s reso- 
lution, residents find they are ‘‘ap= 
parently prohibited from removing 
water from the reservoir without 
a special act of Congress.

A strong whiff/vill kill within 


10 minutes. Lésger concentra- 
tions will cause convulsions, 
loss of muscle control, nausea. 
vomiting, excessive sweating, 
and a tightness in the chest. 


The deadly substance is nerve 
gas, colorless, odorless and im- 
possible to detect except by 
the symptoms of the victim. 


At the Civil Defense Training 
course for nurses at Grady 
Memorial Hospital, 154 Atlanta 
nurses learned the deadly possi- 
bilities of chemical and biologi- 
cal warfare, and the treatment 
for each. 


Capt. W. D. Freiman, officer 
in the Third Army chemical 
section at Fort McPherson, told 
the nurses that “the only de- 
fense against chemical and bio- 
logical warfare is through edu- 
cation of the masses.”

Told Nurses Here 


“It is important,’” he said, 
“that we all realize the effect 
of the weapons that can be used 
against us. Chemical and bio- 
logical warfare agents can 
produce casualties anywhere 
within the range of our farthest- 
reaching mechanical war 
weapons.” 


He pointed out that no popu- 
lation’ is exempt from the hor- 
rors of war, that chemical and 
biological warfare ‘“‘can pene- 
trate even bomb shelters.” 


Perhaps the most frighten- 
ing and morally devastating of 
all weapons of war, chemical 
and biological warfare, are 
aimed at people, not buildings, 
Capt. Freiman said. 


“The effects range from har- 
assment to instant death.” 


There are six types of cas- 
ualty gases; choking gases, 
blood gases, nerve gases, blis- 
ter gases, vomiting gases and 
tear gases. (Mf these, the nerve 
and blister gases are the most 
deadly. 

“Some authorities say the de- 
moralizing effects of nerve gas 
are worse than nuclear attack,” 
Capt. Freiman said. 


MAIN HAZARD 


Air attack, where the air is 
polluted by release of the gas 
into the atmosphere, is the 
main hazard. Food. and water 
supplies can also be contami- 
nated by nerve gases. 


Harmful gases can enter the 
body by the’ respiratory. sys- 
tem ‘breathing’, by ingestion 


(eating or drinking). or through 


the skin and eyes 


of nerve gas at- 
tack in the preliminary stages 
are: a runny nose, tightness 
in the chest, dim vision, and 
pin-point eye pupils. The symp- 
toms may progress to: difficul- 
ty in breathing; drooling and 
sweating; nausea, vomiting, 
and cramps; twitching, jerking; 
headaches, confusion, convul- 
sions; cessation of breathing, 
and ultimate death. 


TWO FACTORS 
Severity of attack depends 
both on the concentration of the 


gas and the method of body 
entry. 


Symptoms 


Certain types of gases harm- 
ful. to people are used in weed 
killers, Capt. Freiman said. He 
added that in the Midwest some 
casualties resulted when people 
did not follow directions for the 
use of this type of weed killer. 


‘Chemical warfare is not the 
ultimate weapon, however,” 
Capt.. Freiman_ stated. “By 
knowing what to do and doing 
it promptly, a person can be 
saved.”

Before treating a nerve or 
blister gas victim, however, the 
victim must be decontaminated, 
preferably by liberal use of 
soap and water. 


SYMPTOMS LISTED 


Blister gas symptoms are: 
bloodshot eyes, reddish skin, ir- 
ritated throat and lungs, and 
blisters. Blisters will appear 12 
to 24 hours after exposure to 
the gas. Some blisters, especial- 
ly large ones on the lower body 
and upper thighs, may take as 
long as six weeks to heal. 


If a city is subjected to nerve 
gas, 3) per cent of the popula- 
tion will be casualties, Capt. 
Freiman said. Of this percent- 
age, one-fourth will recover 
without treatment and _ three- 
fourths will die if untreated.

CIVILIAN PROTECTION 

Civilian protection against 
nerve and blister gas consists 
of complete body coverage and 
the use of gas masks. Civil De- 
fense headquarters here have 
an inventory of atropine sup- 
plies in the Atlanta area. As yet, 
nO Eas masks are available, 
but one authority said they are 
expected in the near future. 


Biological warfare is prevent- 
ative medicine in reverse, Capt. 
Freiman said. This type of at- 
tack is directed against man, 
animals, and the food supply of 
man. The ravages of biological 


attack are much slower than, 
chemical: warfare. 
“But germs, not generals, 


have more than once predicted 
the outcome of a war,’ Capt. 
Freiman said. 


One or two aircraft armed 
with biological weapons could 
destroy the wheat crop for one 
year in Russia, he said. 


The lack of rapid detection 
of biological attack is-the chief 
problem. Even with modern pub- 
lic health caré, the symptoms 
have to develop before an epi- 
demic of disease can be discov- 
ered.

Dear Dr. Molner: Is there a 
Rnown cause or cure for osteo- 
myklitis? Does it seem to be re- 
lated to age or sex?—O. S. 


Osteomyelitis, while once a 
‘mysterious’ ailment, is now 
known to have a definite cuuse as 
a rule — a germ. 


Staphylococcus is a common 
culprit, but sometimes it can be 
the bacillus which causes tuber- 
culosis, or some other bacterium, 
such as streptococcus or typhoid. 


Osteomyelitis means an infec- 
tion of the bone, and can be any 
bone in the body. Sometimes an 
injury opens the way for the germ 
and may have been carried to that 
spot before the body’s germ-fight- 
ing abilities destroyed it. In such 
a case, of course, osteomyelitis 
can occur even though there is no 
injury. 
Just as an example of this, I’ve 
seen patients who developed os- 
teomyelitis of the jaw bone fol- 
lowing scarlet fever. ‘Scarlet fev-

cats have never missed the title on 
successive years. Now, thanks to Au- 
burn’s dominance over Tech, Rupp 
and company have a chance to keep 
intact this remarkable chart. 


Citizens who watched Tech rap 
Kentucky by eight points in Lexington 
and humiliate the Wildcats by 21 here 
are convincedgthat the Engineers are | 


the finest team in the SEC. On the 
other hand, folks who watched Auburn 
trip Tech twice are inclined to believe 
that Joel Eaves has the top outfit. 


There’s simply no way to fig- 
ure how the ball will bounce in 
this game. For instance, Tech

Bulldogs rudely flattened Auburn

That's why the stampede down the SEC stretch promises to be 
one of the most pulsating in history. Though Georgia Tech is a 
length out front dribbling around the far turn, Kentucky and Auburn 
are now dangerous contenders.

Home courts are as important as 6-8 centers in determining the 
outcome of basketball contests. Therefore, Kentucky cannot be ig- 
nored on the afternoon line. The Wildcats will entertain Ole Miss, 
Mississippi State, Vandy and Tennessee in the execution chamber 
in Lexington. However, the most important date on the Kentucky 
calender probably Feb. 20. Auburn, which has rolled up 28 
straight triumphs at home, has reserved the Sports Arena for a 
match with Kentucky on that particular evening.

The outcome will weigh heavily in the championship race. In 


fact, the winner may don the crown if Tech stumbles. 


Tech is confronted with a killing schedule from here out. 
After duels with Tulane and LSU at the Coliseum, Coach Whack 
Hyder’s men have four for the road. They must invade Tennes- | 
sec, Georgia, Florida and Vanderilt. The odds are better than 
even that the Engineers will lose at least once, possibly twice. 


Tuesday night’s narrow setback at Auburn is ¢urrently the only 
league blot in the Tech book. The first reversal administered by 
the Plainsmen in Atlanta did not count in daffy SEC bookkeeping. 
Three defeats, however, are apt to sound the death knell for the 
Engineers or any other team. You have to flip the records back to 
1940 to unearth an SEC kingpin with more than two lickings. Ala- 
bama prevailed that season with four losses.

Of course, you can’t count out Tulane and Ole Miss at this 
juncture. Both are two-time losers. Ole Miss is on the future guest 
list in Lexington. however, and the Rebels apparently don’t figure 
too prominently. Tulane can vault into the center of the picture by 
upending Tech Saturday night in a contest in which the Engineers 
are decided favorites. 


As a result of the “‘must’’ success against Tech, Auburn has 
traded its darkhorse cloak for one of the favorite robes. Eaves’ 
men play four of the remaining conference tiffs in Auburn. And, as 
mentioned, 28 straight opponents have now walked out of the Sports 
Arena with long faces. 

The Plainsmen meet Georgia, Florida, tetine and Ten- 
nessee at home. They will combat LSU and Tulane in Louisiana 
and tangle with Alabama in Montgomery. 


As some noted basketball philosopher, perhaps Babe McCarthy, 
once shrewdly observed, ‘“‘Anything can happen.’’ | am going to en- 
hance the chances of Messrs. Hyder and Eaves by picking Ken- 
tucky as the eventual champion. If Mr. Hyder’s men had another 
shot at Kentucky, Tech would be a solid choice. 


If Kentucky does nose out the Engineers, Hyder’s men will have | 
the consolation of knowing they are far superior to the champions. |

Pause briefly in your dally 
routine to consider the impor- 
tance of breakfast. It breaks the 
longest fast of every day. There- 
fore, it should be a subject of 
more attention and planning. 


It seems almost to be an 
American custom, to use break- 
fast time for a few extra quick 
winks. Doughnuts and coffee 
have become too plentiful and 
are taking the place of juice, 
cereal, eggs and bacon. 


Breakfast furnishes us with 
important energy requirements 
necessary for peak performance 
throughout the morning. 


One area in which I find 
planned breakfasts lacking is. at 
teen-age slumber parties, where 
the custom demands that each 
person try to stay awake the 
longest, while discussing boys, 
fads, fashions and other teen 
topics. 


These discussions are held 
against a backdrop of snacks, 
softdrinks, and knick knacks, 
stocks of which dwindle rapidly 


Too often, when breakfast 
time rolls around, the topics 
are exhausted, but the snacks 
are not. The teen-agers continue 
to munch while ignoring a cal- 
ory-sound breakfast menu. 

A smart teen hostess will 
nestle a large frosty pitcher of 
fruit juice in a tray of crushed 
ice, so that even the last one to 
rise can start the day with a 
chilled, healthful beverage. 

Lazy susans are handy for 
holding a variety of cereals and 
freshfruit toppings. Follow with 
a simply-prepared hot food that 
can be made to order as each 
sieepy-head awakens, and in an 
assembly-line efficiency that 
would make industry jealous. 

A favorite hot breakfast com- 
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bination for the ponytail set is 
french toast and syrup with 
Canadian bacon. Confectioners’ 
sugar will help to set off the 
french toast, also. 


FRENCH TOAST 


1 cup pancake miz 

2 eggs 

1 cup milk 

% tsp. vanilla 

12 slices day-old bread 


Preheat frying pan or griddle 
over medium heat. (‘If using 
electric frypan, set control at 
350 degrees Place pancake 
mix, eggs and vanilla in bowl. 
Beat with rotary beater until 
fairly smooth. Dip slices of 
bread into batter. Fry on lightly 
greased griddle (350 degrees) 
until golden brown, turning only 
once.

MEASUREMENTS 


Measuring ingredients in cook- 
ing can sometimes present prob- 
lems! It can often times be the 
cause of failures. Standard 
measuring cups and spoons can 
help in eliminating this prob- 
lem, 


When you measure dry: in- 
gredients, be sure to sift before 
measuring. Fill the cups lightly 
and level off with a flat edge 
knife. Cups without a rim or 
spout are easiest to measure, 
since they can be leveled off. 
Teaspoons can be leveled in the 
same way. 


Measure liquids. in glass cups 
that have a rim between the 
top and the mark of measure. 
These cups should gave a spout 
for pouring. 


Pack brown sugar firmly in 
a cup, so that it takes the cup’s 
form when removed, unless 
your recipe states otherwise. 


You have probably wondered 
how to measure shortening with- 
out scraping the cup. If you will 
add water to a glass measuring 
cup, leaving space for the 
amount of shortening you want, 
it will be easier to remove the 
shortening from the cup. Add 
shortening until water reaches 
one cup mark. For instance, if 
you want % cup of shortening,
